Editou .Tot: una I,: — rermit us to 
reply to Mr. Thonuxi- Breen througii 
your columns, as wo. iudginc from 
the language he used in his 
feel inclined to decide that 
done a good deal of injustice 
John D. Zoigler. 

In one of his letters, Mr. Breen 
said that " they (the mutes of Phila- 
delphia) are entirely dissatisfied with 
his (Mr. J. D. 51'wglpr's) oloctitm" to 
the Local Committee. From this 
langu;ige, we understand tlittt his 
election was not fair, and. for this 
rc'ison, they are entirely diss'itisded. 
But Mr. Breen was mistaken in stay- 
ing so. For we were present at the 
general meeting, of resident gr.-idu- 
at.es, last December. When the result 
of the election had been announced, 
we looked around and saw no one 
preaent rise and make any objection 
with res]H>ct to the election. There- 
fore, it seems to ns that every voter 
must hiive been satisfied that Mr. ,T. 
1). Ziegler was duly elected a member 
of its local committee. 

Furtlu>r, we will not say anything 
about their dissatisfaction with his 
election, for personal reasons, if 
there are tiny for it, tis we are liot 
concerned, and. therefore, do not 
desire to eseliJiige personalities in be- 
htilf of others. 

Moreover, Mr. lireen. in his recent 
reply to " Defender," said that " As 
regards his [Mr. .1. D. Zeigler's] 
clijiinuiinship .-itrthe genertil meeting 
of the mute.s, about neren prominent 
mutes were nominated for chairman- 
s/iip, but they all declined to accept 
it. Affir lonfj coimdernfion, the 
former was nominated by liis best 
friend, and he, of course, accepted. 
If I am not mistaken, no one seconded 
him, tmt he was declared elected at 
once for want of time." So far as 
we remember concerning the proceed- 
ings of tho meeting, wo do declare 
that tho statement is otitirely based 
upon falsehood. To prove this, we 
will have to mention the proceedings 
in connection with that. After Kov. 
Henry Winter Syle had stated the ob- 
ject of the mooting as he was request- 
ed to do, he suggested that some one 
be chosen to occupy the cluiir. .\c- 
cordingly. Mr. Elwell rose and 
nominated Mr. Cttllingworth for 
('hairmsm, but ho declined. After a 
few minutes' waiting, Mr. Breen 
nominated Mr. Guss, but he declined 
too. And, finally, Mr. Roop nom- 
inated Mr. Zoigler, and he. when 
asked, accepted the nomination, iis 
he .s!iw that nobody else seemed to 
accept the nomintition, if inside. ;ind 
thought it his dut)/ to do so. because 
his name was among those which ap- 
pojirod on the reipiest of Rev. H. W. 
Syle toidlow^ tho use of the rooms of 
St. Stephen's Church to be had for 
the defined i)urpose, and also because 
he had iiccopted the conditions on 
which deiKMidod the grant of tho re- 
(juest. 

Now, you will see that, before the 
nomination fell upon him. only two. 
not "about seven" nominations 
were made. Therefore, he uas the 
third, not eighth, and last nominee. 
Should Mr. "Breen, deny this reply, 
we will have to lusk Mr. Elwell, Sec- 
rotary of f.he meeting, as he was 
chosen, to open the minute-book 
iind announce the result of his look- 
ing-in, so that your readers tnay 
.«eo which is correct. Mr. Rreen's 
sttitemont or our reply. 

How great the ditTerence bo- 
t^veon two and ^' about seven," is! 
to make ou your readers the impres- 
sion that, as no one else, besides 
"about seven prominent mutes.'' 
could bo nominated, the nomination 
had to fall upon Mr. Ziegler. and he 
W!is declared elected " «/ once, for 
want of time." 

He (Mr. Zoigler.) was already in 
the field, as he Iind accepted the 
nomination. Therefore, seconding 
the nomination seemed to us unneces- 
sary. 

Now, it was the business of those 
present who did not "sei^ond" Mr. 
ZeiKler, to make an objection, as 
they had a right, or to nominate a 
Ciindidato to run against him. Rut, 
after ;i short silence, as we observed, 
undorstwnding, it seems. that silence 
meant no opposition to him taking 
posse.ssion or the olmir, ho declared 
liim electetl ticcorditiglv, not "at 
once, for wmif of time.' Would a 
gentleman with a fund of mrliament- 
!iry rules in his mind like Rev. Henry 
W. Syle, declaiT him i>lected with- 
OIT TilKiii ooNSKNT, evou if it was 
found necessary to proceed to the 
t ransaction of busi^ieas at once ? 

As to why Mr. Zeigler's origintil 
idea was not told to Mr. Cnlling- 
worth. we will aiiswer, :is we consider 
our.selves one of the leailing authori- 
ties on it. It is well-known among 
tiio mutes of l^hiladelphia, that we 
were in that city twice during last 
summer. In a conversation on the 
Cincinnati Convention, Mr. Jk>iglor 
hitpiionod to ask us for our views, if 
wo should hold a convention in Penn- 
sylvania, itnd conse(]tu'ntly, our 
views and tilso suggestion .as to how 
the approval of the mutes of tho 



State to hold a convention could bo 
obtained, wore exclningod for somo- 
time. Then, he stated the motion 
which he made at a meeting of the 
Clerc Litortiry A.ssociation, hist year, 
iind its failure to be seconded — exact- 
ly the same as Mr. Breen replied to 
" Dofonder," with the single exce]i- 
tion'of the rwison for the failure, as 
he did not state any reason for it. 
At the .same time, a Rn;rgei,t.lL.u that 
it would be a good plan if the Penn- 
sylviinia students should do what 
they did liist Fiill. occurred to our 
mind, iind we stilted it to him. Ho 
siiid that, it was, in his opinion, ii good 
one. Then we. together with Mr." Al- 
hibough told him that wo decided to 
liiy the pliui before the Pennsylvania 
students, and use all our influence, if 
possible, to secure iis iuloption : iind 
iilso we itsked him «o/ to make known 
thiit wo hiid already tiikt>n the matter 
into hiinds ourselves. 

We believe tlnit our statement is 
suflicient to answer that question. 
Tho stUtoment of the motion, its fail- 
ure to be seconded, and the conversa- 
tion led to the issue by the State 
Committee lor a call of t.hii assemhlinsj 
of v(7(OH.»t as publi.shed in the .louit^ 
XAi, of Oct. 2l8t, 1880. No matter 
whether any doiif-mute, unless it 
was Mr. Zoigler. intended to secure 
the consideration of ihe subject of 
holding a Convention by the public a 
long or short time before that — the 
time when Mr. Zeigler ]it'oposed it 
for consideration. Therefore, Mr. 
Zeigler is entitled to have the 
hoMor of being the first to open the 
subject before the public by introduc- 
ing it to the consideration of tiie C. 
L. A., and .also to claim to take part 
in the grand enterprise. Wo believe 
that iill our .ilnmni brothers, who 
hiivo !i sense of justice agree with us 
in this respect. 

Why. Ihe Peniui. students as well 
as iiny non-students in Pittsburgh. 
Scranton. York, or any other place, 
have a riffht to consider and adopt 
any plan, if presented, and then lav 
it before the public in order to obtaiii 
their iijiproviil, even " without con- 
sulting ivnd conferring with the Phila- 
delpliia mutes" about it. Mr. Biceu 
made a great mistake in using that 
iuljunct, when he meant or did not 
mciin thiit the Philadelphia mutes 
have a riglit to expect those of any 
one of the towns to " consult and con- 
fer '' with them about any plan be- 
fore they ciirrv it out as they do not 
do, we believe. We remember 
that there was no discussion at all 
iibout " benetioiiil societies for mutes " 
at tho mooting of tho Clerc Tjitorjiry 
.\ssociation, .on the first Thiirs- 
dity in September of last year, 
because wo, who were thoii in 
Phihidolphia, were present, and we 
will prove this, if necessary. We 
were in tlnit city from August lUst, 
to September 2'.2d, when we left there 
for Washington, D. C. In the mean- 
time, wo did not know nm" hoar :inv- 
'thing iilxntt the intention of Messrs. 
CuUingworth and Guss to have their 
.association consider the subject of 
holding a convention. Therefore, it 
must Imvo been iti October, as Mr. 
CuUingworth informed us. when we 
were in Philadelphia Itvst December, 
of theJj^ intention in October, if we 
remember, and th^ir giving it up 
when they .siw in the .JorRifAi,. tlie 
announcement wliich had already 
lieen made by tho State Committee. 
Hence the two gentlemen can not 
compliiin of their failure to propose 
tho subject for considcratiim, as 
they do not do we believe, beciiuse 
it ,'can not at all bo their fault or 
that of the Penna students.

It is right and proper to 
aolicit contributions for any good and 
iKsnevolent project, but it is far from 
right to anthorize one like William 
Bromley to help forward any work of 
benevolence. Deaf-mntCM who mny 
hereafter vihit the ftcene of this " sil 
•nt" drank, will be regarded with 
BOKpicion by the citizens who may 
know of the present diHgr,ACefnl afftir. 
It is bad enough to be deaf and dumb . 
it is overwhelmingly disigreeable to 
be regarde.l as o')j<jcts of cli.irity ;

We hope that the industrious mutes 
throughout the country will do their 
duty to themselves and their silent 
brethren, when vagabonds afid b<'g-

For some time, the yonnij snflV rcr has 
been in n ptrilons potjilicin from nn 
ntt.'ick ofcalarrhal pneumonia. This 
name n'alady bronj,dit Iho (ihild ;il- 
noost to death's door about this sea 
Bon last year, but, l)y fjreat care ho whs 
saved. The present attack isqniloiiM 
Hovore as tho former, and fj^ravo ap- 
prehensionH are felt for the result. 
We mncerely trust that a full recovery 
will restdt and liriiif,' joy to the hearts 
of the lovini; piirents. 

In the rcf^uliir order of the series of 
lectures, I'rof. Hotchkiss appeared in 
his inrn hist evenin{>^. On this oc- 
c>isioii, tho audience, which was larij;e 
and (^tilhiisiastic, assendiled in the 
Ohiipel Hall. At the ni)pointed hour, 
the i'Cturer be^iin his (iis(!oiir«>p, hav- 
ing chosen for his sid)jec(: 

"A ryi'B ^<r mmsiAN OHABACTEn," 
in the pcrsoti of Ale.\ei Vasilievitch 
Suwarrow. Th(» lute disnstrous at- 
tack upon tho life of (he 0.;ir made 
tli(( Hut)ji'ct one of jieenliiir interest, 
and tho diHcoursu was eagerly attond- 
«d to. 

Commoncinp; with tho murder of 
the Czir and tho extraordinary 
qu.:ilitien exiiibited by the BRsnssins, 
the lecturer went on (o show tho bul!- 
dojj^courago of tho lliissiaiia as fiol- 
diers. From this ho ])roceeded to 
prove that only such qinilities could 
be expected in a honn-civilized, super- 
stitious, sturdy race. Tho premises 
beinpf stilted, the diseoiu'so brou^dit 
forth Huwarrow as a man in whom 
wore blended the jji^'uliarities of the 
U'lssi.'in race. Havinj^ (?iven tho oir- 
cnmHtiinoes of his birth, his career, 
from liis enlistment as a, ])irat(! to his 
rise to tlic! po.xition of Field Marshal 
of all the Uussian forces, was gra])liic- 
ally dr;scril)ed. The lecturer tluMi 
continued to illustrate tho char:u)teris- 
tics of the in:in who won the teiTible 
.title of •' Butcher of Warsaw." For 
those who may bo intoreivted, wo will 
state n f«w ))ointH of the discourse n« 
delivered by tho l<M!lurer. 

It was related that Iw was a man 
who nevi.T lost a battle, and only oikuv 
retreiited, and then only wh<in ^really' 
ontnuinliered. His ^''•'"•''^''f' victory: 
was that over an army of lOO.OOOi 
Turks, iiis own fonie beinjf a modest' 
80,000 men. Notwilhstandinjf the 
great military i^lory of this man, he was 
not at all ])r(pc)s8eHsinjj in aijpenrancc. 
Mis enemies describe him as liaviuf^ 
the "body of an ape — the soul of a 
bull," andidlowini; for prejudices, limy 
art, not far wrong from what biogra- 
phies say. As a soldier, he affected 
ffreat simplicity. He neviU" allowed^ 
hixtu'ies ill his lodgings. His Ix'd was; 
a hoop of flesh hny, and his only lux 
ury fresh air. t<'' obtain which he; 
sinaslied the witidows of his apart-: 
m(^nts. It's frod wns that of the 
rcf^i-itlar «t)ldiers. Ho drilled his own 
soldiers in his shirt sleeves, and was 
his own chief surgeon, but a rather 
sev<!re otjo it inngt be owned. As a 
oourtiiiT, he wns l\ot n success. H(-. 
had no love of dress, and wns not very 
choice in his manners or conversation. 
Though ho had a gront passion foi' 
trinkeiH givon as royal m'^'s, he novtr 
took money, holding: it in .abomina- 
tion. It is said of him that C'»ai-lierin(( 
on asking "what can I do foi- you, 
Ocimral? '" he replied, "only that you 
Would order my lodgings to bo paid, 
piailarp " His rent nin.Jiinted to 

'bout *2. no. 

With no moral qualities, ho was yet 
tigotont in the obsurvution of roli 



giona ceremonies, and never began a 
battle witliout making tlie sign of tho 
cross. On one occasion, he wonhl 
not receive tho decoration of field 
marshal until ho had asked tho bless- 
ing of tho church. As a husbiind and 
hiihcr, he was a failure. Continued 
(piarrels marked his nuirriod life and 
ho ever refused to recognize his chil- 
dren. 

Upon the accession of Paul, Suwar- 
row, ho was deprived of his honors 
and sent into exile. But Paul had 
had to surrondi.'r to Suwarrow, and at 
tho request of the Kin))eror of Austria 
recalled him to his old position of 
Field Marshall. Hi.s retreat from 
Italy cau.sod his death. H(! had boast- 
ed that no army of his should over 
exec'iiho that movemont, hut he erred. 
It is Slid he died " worrying fretting, 
snarling like a rat in his hole." 

The lecture closed by i)roving that 
the ece,enlriciti(is of this man were 
the result of the pecailiar civilization 
of Kussia. H(! was a time typo of tho 
lliissian Peasantry. Upon tho con- 
c iision of the lecture, a volley of 
a))plaus(^ made niiinifest tho apprecia- 
tion in whi(^h tho lecturer was lield. 
The discourse was particularly appro 
jiriato fir the events of tho time, and 
gave all a wider view of that subject 
so obscure to tho average intellect 
— Russian character.

The Bindery generally starts out 
pretty full in the fall — the reason for 
this being that omployment is given 
to some pupils on Sat.urday afternoon 
for which thoy receive pay. How- 
ever, those who fail to bo selected on 
such occasions soon get tried of the 
place, and got up excuses for being 
put in the shoeshop or pinnting office. 

It would not be a bad thing, if a 
rule was established, requiring each 
pupil when he chooses oiio of the 
trades, to slick to it until he grad- 
uates or leaves school. In this way 
they could certainly become masters 
of tho business they intend to follow 
for a living. 

We think Mr. White, in his article 
in l,ho JouuNAi. of last week should 
have studied tho subject more upon 
which ho wrote, before venturing 
forth to criticise tho workings of tho 
Institutions for tho deaf and dumb. 

As for this Institution, there is 
plenty of encouragement given pupils 
to read at all times when not engaged 
in orilinary school routine. The In 
stitutiou has a largo library, from 
nhich pupils are permitted to draw 
books wlieneverthoy so desire. Recent-, 
ly several hundred volumes of books, 
including back numbers of nnrppr\s 
Mnflitzlnc, nar)w.r» Jioyn mid Girls, 
Hiarlh and Ifoiiie, and such like, 
were purchasecl, and every evening 
after study hours all who desire can 
uso them. A largo number of news- 
papers, sent to the Institution, 
are distributed among them, and 
besides these tho City Library is open 
to all of the pupils who desire to avail 
themselves of its advantages in draw- 
ing books, and wo know of quit© a 
number who do so. Tho teachers, 
too, of the more advanced classes, en- 
deavor to impress upon their pupils 
the usefuhK^ss of and benefits derived 
from reading, and beginning with tht^ 
1st Primary and ending with {\w 
Grammar classes, McGufTey's series 
of Readers are all in use as text 
books. 

Miss Ella B. Myers, in comp.any 
with Dr. Byers, Miss Byors, and one 
or two other Indies from hero, went 
to Portsmouth last Friday, where 
they took part in a chnveh concert in 
the evening Miss Myers reciting 
the " Star Si)angled Banner." and 
several other seleciioiis, in pantomime. 
She was very highly comphmenfod for 
the graceful manner in which she 
r(Midercd lu'r parts in tho programme, 
in fact, the audience had never seen 
anything like it before, and would have 
been ulad to have liad tho entert.ain- 
ment reiieated tho next evening could 
she have i'<'mained.

I reiiched this well-known city last 
Sittnnliiy afternoon, at six and half 
o'doc'k, after a plejwant and profita- 
ble rnisaioiiiiry journey of a little le«n 
than three months from New Y rk, 
which city I left on New Year's 
Day, <>n one of the coldest aft-rnoons 
that, I had ever known of in my 
travels. 

The sun was getting most beanti- 
fullv in the western horizon when we 
entero'l this quaint and beautiful 
Alamo City, but, the darkness of the 
'."'i-f soon made and kept me a pris- 
within the walls of Hord's hotel, 
wiirre I am now very pleasantly qiiai- 
tered, till the beautiful rising sun 
welcomed me. 

The night of Sunday, March 20tb, 
found me engaged o'fficiaiing with 
the Rev. Dr. UichardHon, a man of 
great learning, in St. Mark's Cathe- 
dral, a very txiautifal edifice, and 
very rarely to be met with in this 
country. 

It was a great pity that Mr. Chas. 
Giosebeck, oncea pnpil of the Vir- 
gin a Institution, and Miss Kendall, 
ad.af-maU! la<Jy of good acfjnirc- 
ments, were ab.stmt. Had they been 
aware of my coming here for their 
sake, they would liave been present 
at tlie service of l.wt Sunday night. 

Let me say a few words about the 
Rev. Dr. Richardson, l>ccan«e I think 
them worth mentioning. He is Dean 
of the Catheflral, which presents such 
a handsoi: liance at a distance. 

When li' ■ ^an Antonio, fif- 

teen yearrt ago, he and his people 
wor-!hipped in an unfinished school 
liou.iie with a cloth screen for a vestrv 
room. Tiiey had some debt (♦«,(KW) 
when they entered the new cathedral, 
but it is now paid, and the cathedral 
is to be conBceraUjd on St Mark's Day, 
the 25th of April next. They now 
call it 81. Mark'H CatlirAral. 

Mr. Richardson has given me a 
short anccdotf; of a deaf mule boy who 
had never received any cdncafiim. 
He spoke as follows : "I once knew 
a deaf-mute boy who W;i8 entirely nn- 
e<]ucated, and he witne88e4l a terrible 
fight between some gaml>lers and 
racers and was the first to bring 
(ws to the town, and he doscrib- 
td jL :itely by his signs that 

all II, 1 iind knew each one 

that wiw killed and which on^ kiUed 
liim, etc."

home again tlie next day, of course 
on horseback. There were very few 
carriages. 

Mr. Richardson says " There is a 
la/ly, now living about 30 miles from 
here, at whose" wedding my father 
and mother were attendants and where 
ihev met for the first time." 

Yesterday afternoon, a gentleman 
showed me the room where Crockett 
Wits cruelly bayoneted after being 
wounded, with 600 white Americans, 
among whom were 350 poor women 
and helpless children. Here the first 
massacjie took place. They were 
cruelly butchered by the Mexicans 
during the war between Texas and 
Mexico. I was showed the spot where 
1,<!00 Mexicans were shot down by the 
U. S. Army. What a sickening sight 
it would have Vjcen to me. The for- 
tress is converted into a wholesale 
grocery store. The walls, about three 
feet wide, remain the same. 

Gen. Santa Anna's headquarters 
were established two miles west of 
this city. When he came here with 
6000 men, there was only a small gar- 
rison of abont .300 men on tiie east 
side of the river, and he was free to 
occupy any part of this town he 
chose. 

I can safely believe that one-third 
of the inhabitants arc native Mexi- 
cans. They look as if they never 
laughed. I like Indians hdlxr. 

They are now constructing a new 
railroad from here to Laredo and 
thence to the city of Mexico. I am 
told that the cars will be running in a 
year or two. Then civilization and 
religion will have entered that be- 
nighted empire, which i-* a wonderful 
country as to histx)ry. The country 
around this place has a charming ap- 
r)earance, ond this climate is very de- 
lightful. 

It has been very cool here on ac- 
count of the late heavy snow-storm in 
Kansas, f'lorida is warmer because 
it is situated Ix'tween the Atlantic 
ocean and the Gulf of Mexico. Flor- 
ida and Texas would be full of early 
vegetables, bat for the late cold wea- 
ther. 

Bishop Elliot, of' the diwese of 
West Texas, said he would always be 
happy to welcome m« to Wegrern Tex- 
as Truly it will be a fine field for 
me to labor in. I know of a great 
number of deaf-mutes in different 
partJ* of this State— a little larger 
than the New England States put to- 
gether. , . , , 

When this State is more thickly 
settled, it will be one of the -roat^st 
Slates in the Union. 

A gentleman lias thiH ovchhil; lold 
me that .Miss Kendall is well and lives 
about thirty miles distant. Her fath- 
er, now deiwl, was the founder and 
publisher of the New Orleans Pxcau- 
une, one of the best papers in the Un- 
ion. She is a deaf-mute lady of good 
acquirements. I had the plea-^ure of 
meeting her at the Illinois Deaf- 
Mute Institution, at .lacksonville. 

At Houston, Texas, I met a gentle- 
man who spelt on his fingers 
that Waco was his home. 
There is a considerable num- 
ber of deaf-mutes in and around that 
place. I will go there for their bene- 
fit when I come here again. 

Liwt Sunday, I met two speaking 
ladies in the "Cathedral after divine 
service, who told me that they ha<] 
seen me and my family in Staunton, 
Virginia, many years before. 

One of the ladies was invited to 
take tea with us, in Staunton, Va., 
very long ago. I had no idea what- 
ever, that slie would invite me to take 
tea with her in return at San Atonio. 
She had not forgotten my invitation, 
and requested me to take tea with her 
in the country, two miles from town. 
I ba<l not met her for 20 years. 

The other lady is a niece to Gover- 
nor Kern r>eB, of Virginia. She knows 
my srniB very well. It makcK me hap- 
py tf) meet old Virginian friends in 
almost every place in these Southern 
States, who recognize me as noon as 
thev see me, which is what makes me 
feefat home everywhere in the South. 

While traveling from Savannah, to 
Ma<;on, Ga., 1 was recognized by a 
traveler who f/dd me that he hadseci 
me lioldiii'/ a service in Ijawrence, 
Man 

On riiv w;iy from New Orleans to 
Texas, I met a respectable dcaf-mnte 
erentleman, of good learning, whose 
father was once sent U> .Mexico City 
as U. S. minister, to rescue thcAmer- 
\r.,n pris^jners who were cleaning the 
tjj by order of the .Mexican Gov- 
.-.nment. He succeedr-rl in cnnvino' 
the order into effect. 

Bishop Pllliot has a little deaf aii'i 
dumb niece now at schawl in Knox- 
ville, Tenn. 

Near onr hotel is standing a verv 
old Roman Catholic Cathedraf. 
They have no wwxlen fioor in it. It 
mnst have been built about two cen- 
tnrie« ago. They c»!l it the Cathe- 
dral de Han P'ernanda 

Yesterday, I had a charming drive 
with a gentleman in his buggy to sec 
another ancient Catholic Cathedral, 
almost in ruins. Its name is the Mis- 
"ion de Concepcion. We had a very 
delightful ride over an unbroken 
prairie, 216 mih-Jt long, from Houston 
f/i this piftce. without seeing any high 
hills. The Sunset ront^; is one of the 
most substantial in the Union, and 
fiids fair tfl l>e a great thorouyhfare 
iiptwecn N^ew Orleans and Mexico 
City. 

It is getting late t/j-night, and I 
must now pjick up mv baggage to 
get off for Austin in the morning. 
My visit t/» San Anf-onio has done me 
much gowl anrl I have ma^le some 
new friends and will go there often to 
officiate.

Mr. Editor : — Glancing over a late 
nnmber of the .Journal, my attention 
was attracted to an article, the title 
ol which is, " The habit of reading on 
the part of deaf mutes. " I read care- 
fully from b<'i?inning to end. I must 
admit that reading is the source from 
which all persons derive language. 
Reading leads the rpaders to a correct 
use of language. The more they read 
the better informed they become, 
Every one should cultivate a liabit for 
reading, and writing too. The more 
one reads studiously the better ex- 
pression.s he will be able to make. 
Care must be taken in the choice of 
reading. Much of the reading of the 
present day, while it charms the mind, 
at the same time poisons it Papers 
are now published, containing ficti- 
tious stories which very much excite 
the youthful mind, unfit it for study, 
and leads on the young readers tp a ca- 
reer ending in crime. This is not all. 
There is something more that impure 
reading leads to. Impure words and 
language are hurtful to the youthful 
mind. They serve as a poison, the 
int«-l!ect is clouded with an impure 
vapor ; the mental powers are en- 
feebled, indecent imaginations prevail, 
the revelation of which would bring a 
flush to the cheek of sensible people. 
Herein my readers will observe that 
n-ading does more harm than good. 
Many a student has been led astray, 
aiid is after a time hopelpshly wrei^ked 
in character. 

My young friends, beware of impure 
reading, and even indecent sight see- 
ing, shun them as yon would flee from 
the most poisonous serpent. 

Teachers are not aecoiintahle for 
the negligence of their pupils. They do 
encourage reading, and such books, as 
might interest them are chosen ; they 
are even bidden t<; read — each even- 
mg-and they must try to imprint the 
id'-a of what they read. They are Often 
called to account for their neglect in 
reading, for they must comprehend 
the whole subject; Now, wherein are 
the teachers to blame \ Those jmpils 
who have no taste for rea<ling, cannot 
be made to do so, no more than a 
horse that refuses to drink, can be 
forced to. 

In the vast canopy of the heavens, 
there are numberless stars of more or 
less brilliancy and magnitude. Of 
course, one differs from the other in 
its glory, but all occupy their respec- 
tive positions and run their courses, 
established by the Supreme Mandate. 
The vast terrestial sphere is filled 
with people of various claHHifi<;ationH 
and languages. Satellites of splendor 
are observaV)le in the heavens. In 
the earth, there are men possossing 
intellectual splendors ; they difl'er from 
each other, in mental C'lp-tcity and 
fluency of speech. There ar«? also 
men without any mental distinction, 
but they are more adapted to muscu- 
lar training, and in others the talent is 
still smaller. A large number of men 
cnllivate a habit for reading, others 
acquire a tast<e for speech making, 
others still take a fancy to writing, 
but the vast majority are men of plain 
nationality. 

As far as my observation gof!S, 
there are among the deaf-mutes, 
some who have a tast<; for reading, 
others for read i rig and writing, and 
some possess the ability of grace- 
ful sign-making. Others have no 
taste for any mental culture what- 
«ver. The mental capacity of people 
differs. The experience of one person 
may not agree with that of another. 
The writer of the article upon which I 
have entered into discussion, is en- 
dowed with a high mental endowment, 
the culture of which, in the near 
future, may crown him with success. 
Still my aflvice is in sympathy with him 
and I say that every one should, as 
early as possible, cultivate a taste for 
reading and writing, although my 
own capacity in the scope is small, 
but what talent I possess I must en- 
deavor to multiply the int«rest.

nV " HIKRONYMUB." 

The earliest date that wo can de- 
cide upon at which King Alfred be- 
gan his literary career, must probably 
fall or. the year 887. Had it not 
been for his literary taste, the Anglo 
Saxon laiigiiago might never have 
reached us at all. But when we 
speak of his voluminous iirodnciions, 
wo should bear in mind that, though 
many books were really the work of 
•' F^ngland's Darling,' as he has been 
fondly called, yet wo would not bo 
justitiod in attributing all the so- 
called literary works of Alfred as the 
productions of his pen, since a great 
part ol those wi;rks, bearing the 
king's name, were, in reality, written 
by ttie chroniclers or historians of the 
age, under special order or supervi- 
sion of that monarch. The pressiiro 
of public business, during the latter 
pjitt of his life, leads us to supf^Kise that 
Plegmund, Asser and others, cunlril>nt- 
ed much to the literary lame of Al- 
fred. The object of tins writing is, 
however, not imendcd to give a li»t of 
tljcir works, but liioHd of Alfred. 

'J'lie king's first book was probably 
tiis " Encniridion or Manual |Hanu- 
Ij^^jkJ^ — a book of no moan merit. 
This most arduous book mu.st have 
been his translation, or rather, we 
should say, the reproduction of " Uni- 
versal liiittory of I'alus (Jrosius "in 
Anglo Saxon. He abridges, para- 
phrases or. enlarges it at discretion, 
wften leaving out whole chapters, and 
in some places inseriiug entirely now 
matter." His next most important 
work is the tianniation of Bode s *' Ec- 
clesiastical History of the English Na- 
tion," which lie treated in the same 
manner as he did the Oiosius. iiede 
was a mass priest of West Mouth, and 
his celebrated tiistory extends irom the 
invasion of Julius Ciesaf into Britain, 
up to the year ?31 A.O., wlion Keol- 
wulf was king of Nonhumbria, and 
to whom the work is dodiuuted. 'I'he 
"golden book" of King Alfred is 
the version of the Boeiliius' • 'Con- 
solations of Philosophy " from Latin 
into English. Boethius was u "pious 
and learuid Roman senator," wlio, 
besides having been consul iiimsolf, 
had the satislaction of living U> see 
the consulate of iiis sons. Jiootliius 
continued iu favor at court, but at 
length incurred the wrath of Tuco- 
doiic, the Jioman Emperor, and was 
imprisoned at I'avia. J$eforc Ins ex- 
ecution, which took place a.o. t>2C, 
he wroi.e his "Consolations" in tlie 
form of a "dialogue between himself 
or his mind,>nd Wisdom or Reason." 

" (iregory's Pastoral Care" was 
also translated, or jwrtly translated, by 
King Alfred. From tlie piolixod in- 
troduction of the work, it may be in- 
teresting to the reader to quote the 
king's own words. BesiOes other 
things, he says:— "Then began I, 
among other unlike and manifold 
business of this kingdom, to turn 
into English the book that is named 
in Latin " Pastf^ralis," and in English 
the " Hinds book," one-whiio word 
for word, another-while meaning for 
meaning, and so far as I learned it 
with i'Jegmund, my archbishop, iiixi 
with Asser, my bishop, and witli Gini- 
liold, my mass'-priest, and with .lohn, 
my mass priest.'' 

His " Blossom fiafherings from St. 
Augustine'' may be truly said Uj be 
the most valuable as well as the most 
instructive to the biogiaphiy and stu- 
dent, as it shows best where the kings 
natural im.lination carried him, and 
what he himself valued most, and 
what he dcsireil most for hissiibiecis.
